USEFUL    RECIPES. 

Yankee  Meal  Pudding.— Boil  three  pints  sweet  milk; 
then  in  a  bowl  take  a  coffee  cup  corn  meal ;  one-half  ditto 
ilour,  wet  them  with  cold  milk  and  make  a  batter  free 
from  lumps  and  add  to  the  boiling  milk  ;  add  a  small  tea- 
BpoonfuJ  of  salt,  three  eggs  well  beaten  and  one  tea-cupful 
of  molasses.  Bake  three  hours  and  serve  with  sweetened 
cream.    When  eooi,  add  three  eggs. 

White  Cake, — Take  the  whites  of  six  eggs,  beaten  to  a 
froth  5  two  cups  flour  sifted  $  two  cups  powdered  white 
sugar  %  one-half  cup  butter :  do.  sweet  miik ;  one-half  tea- 
spoonful  soda,  and  one  tearspoonful.  cream  tartar. 

Milch  Cows  will  give  more  throughout  the  season  if 
supplied  during  the  period  between  the  time  they  "  come 
in  "  and  "grass"  with,  succulent  feed— -roots*  grain  sown 
for  soiling,  etc. 

Horses.— For  weak  eyes,  pour  a  table  spoonful  of  fresh 
butter  into  each  ear,  and  wash  the  eyes  with  milk. 

For  inflamed  swellings  and  Pleurisy,,  apply  a  strong 
solution  of  saltpetre. 

For  founder,  take  a  table  spoonful  of  pulverized  Alum, 
and  after  pulling  the  horses  tongue  out  of  his  mouth  as 
far  as  possible,  throw  the  alum  in  his  throat,  then  let  go 
nis  tongue  and  hold  up  his  head  till  he  swallows  it.    This 


is  said  to  be  "a  perfect'  cure.
